The above from the Impostor 
catching Superintendent of the State 
Free Employment Agency located in 
Hartford, is self-explanatory. May- 
hap the point is well taken. Be that 
as it may, Chief Durian is requested 
to keep in a scrapbook or something 
similar, a list of all suspects taken be- 
tween now and the meeting of his 
next Legislature, together with pen- 
ciled notations as to the disposal of 
each case.

There are several surprises on the 
Bureau roll ; Cloud with his 
originality, McNeilly with his un- 
fa t homed capacity for work. War- 
ing for his interest, writing several 
letters a week, etc. , but the plume for 
organization must go to Howson, of 
California, Although already load- 
ed down with details of the great 
Convention, being one of the moving 
fingers of that big undertaking, he 
has managed to find time to organize 
his State in full accord with the plan 
finally adopted even before it was 
fully announced, and this in spite of 
many discouragements. In fact the 
plan might almost be said to be his 
own idea. 

The map Chief Howson sends in- 
to headquarters, neatly traced, shows 
the State divided into four large dis- 
tricts with a Marshal in each. The 
deaf population is indicated by 
colored shading, yellow for scattered 
population, blue for a moderate 
number of deaf persons bunched, 
and red denoting the large colonies 
— San Francisco, Oakland, L<os 
Angeles, etc. 

When Mr. Howson does not know 
the best man for a Marshal's card 
he writes the deaf club of that 
vicinity in full and lets them elect 
their own representative. This not 
only forestalls cries of favoritism, 
but puts everyone under a moral 
obligation to give their full and free 
assistance to the man of their own 
selection. 

Their cards give the holders a 
ready hearing in court and else- 
where, and later, the nation will be 
flooded with a concise statement of 
the facts of the impostor game — that 
is, if sufficient funds are available.

ing of a large number of soldiers. 
In the course of a prolonged H artil- 
lery duel," it would seem a marvel 
that any one's ears remain intact. 

Protective devices are Imperatively 

necessary. Says Mm Witter men- 
tioned above:

The Deaf Bell-Ringer. 

People who have escaped from 
the fiery furnace of wai in A I 
have told this little story of the 
capture and recapture of an Alsatian 
village. 

"All of us were at work in the 
fields, In splendid weather for the 
crop. The sound of the bell of our 
village church reached us in the air, 
ringing for the early service. There 
were a few French soldiers iu the 
vi 11 aire, and deichinents were rest- 
ing, but on the watch, two or three 
kilometres away. It might have 
been seven o'clock. The bell In 
the church tower rang again, but it 
was another peal. It was the tocsin 
that rang out with its urgent and 
Incessant slang. It was the stirring 
call that is sounded iu every French 
village on accasious only of great 
emergency. We all hastened to 
our houses with our implement, and 
still the bell rang on in the belfry 
with its wild and hurried clamour. 

"Far away on tin* roads horsemen 
wine racing onwards, rasing the 
dust, ami behind them came in- 
fantry, along the road, through the 
crops. The French buglets sound- 
ed * La Generate, 1 and the rally, and 
quickly fell back on their supports. 
We heard then the opening boom of 
the guns and the sharp rifle fire and 
rap — tap — tap of the mitrailleuses. 
The Fiench dtovo them back for a 
moment, and nsshed through the 
village at the double. Hut the 
Proscoes were not satisfied. They 
placed more guns in battery, and 
we heard the detonations of the 
bursting shell, the scream of the 
fragments tearing the air and the 
crash of walls falling in a cloud of 
dust. 

The French fell back to their 
position, and were lost to v 
But the wild peal of alarm and 
warning has ended in the steeple, 
for the tower of the little old ebuich 
was no more. It had crashed in 
under the fire of the German guns. 
The steeple and the bell lay neai 
the door of the church when the 
French came buck, and the old bell 
ringer lay beneath a heap of inde- 
scribable rubbish, lie was deaf to 
everything now. Before he was 
also deaf, expect to ring the matins, 
and last of all, to rinir the call to 
44 arms."--- -Hntish Henf TVmss.
